ORANGE CROP HAS 
A FINE PROSPECT 





The 1920-1921 orange crop has an 
excellent outlook, according to Ex- 
change officials and’ although accu- 
rate estimates have not been issued; 
‘indications are that the crop will to- 
tal some 50,000 carloads which will 
surpass the shipments of last year 
by at least 15,000 cars. 

Valencias are going to come to the 
front this coming season and will 
come nearer than ever before equal- 
ing the shipments of navels. 

The San Antonio district will ship 
in the neighborhood of 2500 cars 
while the O. K. district will have 
nearly 2000 cars and perhaps more. 
Redlands and Highland report an ex- 
celfent condition and rough  esti- 
mates give that section a shipment 
of some 2000 cars. . 

Azusa and Glendora district will 
run close~to the Redlands-Highland 
shipment and La Verne expects to 
have some 1200 cars and Alhambra 
has about the same size crop. 

Orange county will have an ex- 
ceedingly heavy shipment of Valen- 
cias and the county exchange will 
probably ship about 3300 cars and 
the North Orange district will ex- 
ceed the county exchange by at 
least 600. : 

The season just closing ‘has not 
been a highly satisfactory one, espe- 
cially with lemon growers, but re- 
port has it that very few Sicily lem-

It is apparent from this situation 
that the supply of oranges will be 
exhausted before new crop _ fruit 
comes in, making it probable that 
next year’s season will open with a 
ready demand for both oranges and 
lemons, particularly oranges.

GETS TIM $10,000 


A bank check marked “insufficient 
funds’—commonly known as a bad 
check—-passed on Frank Vezu, made 
him just $10,000 in cold cash, 

The supreme court has decided to 
that effect, and likewise that it saved 
him from a loss of $60,000.

The bank returned the 
check to Veru, unhonored, Vezu was 
an honest man and protested to Dem. 
eties and asked hin to make good 
the check, He waited a reasonable 
time, so Judge J. W. Curtis decided 
when the case was originally tried 
it San Bernardino, and then sold 
his grapes to another buyer-—-at an 
advance of $10,000. But the price of 
grapes continued to advance until 
Demeties figured he had lost $60,000 
and he sued Vezu for that amount, 
Judge Curtis decided in favor of Ve- 
zu. Demeties appealed the case to 
the supreme court and the Judgment 
of the lower court was confirmed.
